Action So Far Only Leading 
To Main War On Nazis, 
Prime Minister Says

Churchill to day bluntly to ld 
Germany it has fo rfeited the 
rig ht to 
lenient armistice 
terms as g ranted to co n* 
quered Italy . 
In a leng thy repo rt o n the 
war and its pro g ress during 
which he characterized Al­ 
lied blo ws in the Mediter­ 
ranean as mere preludes to 
the main attack o n Germany 
fro m 
the 
west, 
Churchill 
echo ed the pro mise o f Pres­ 
ident Ro o sev elt that Prus­ 
sian militarism as well as 
Nazism must be destro y ed. 
Churchill bitterly attack­ 
ed the Nazis fo r turning Italy 
into a battleg ro und fo r Nazi 
rear-g uards “ to be pillag ed 
and terro rized in 
Hitler’s 
fury and rev eng e.” 
The

said, ‘‘will be rescued fro m

Backache Needs Di agnosi s

I MUST confess, a s a criticism 
of my profession, tha t the a v era ge 
fellow with a n a v era ge, a cute ba ck­ 
a che in a town of a v era ge doctors

is not likely to get much of a 
brea k in the ha ndling of his ca se. 
Somebody ha s sa id tha t the only 
person interested in ba cka che is 
the fellow who ha s one. There a re 
three kinds of doctors into whose 
ha nds he is likely to fa ll: first, the 
doctor who giv es him some chlor­ 
oform liniment to rub on a nd then 
stra ps up the ba ck with a dhesiv e 
ta pe, no ma tter wha t the ca use 
ma y be. Second, the ma nipula tor 
who rubs a nd pounds a nd wrenches 
the ba ck, often a dding a dditiona l 
injury to the origina l one, a nd 
third, the ra rity who rea lly tries 
to find out wha t the ca use of the 
trouble is a nd prescribes trea t­ 
ment a ccordingly. 
Not, you understa nd, tha t stra p­ 
ping or ma nipula tion ma y not be 
the correct thing, but it is a good 
idea to find out wha t exa ctly is 
the ma tter first. 


Complica ted Structure 
Th e ba ck is a pretty complica ted 
structure. There a re first the v er­ 
tebra e, a succession of bones a t­ 
ta ched to ea ch other by liga ments 
a nd sepa ra ted by ca rtila ginous 
disks. Nea rly a nything in th e wa y 
of injury or disea se, such a s a rth­ 
ritis, might ha ppen to the v erte­ 
bra e bones a lone to ca use ba ck­ 
a che. But then there a re a la rge 
number of ma ssiv e muscle groups 
which mov e the spina l column 
a round, keep it in line, etc. Any­ 
thing ma y throw a stra in on them, 
from high heels to a slumped posi­ 
tion a t the school desk, a nd will 
produce a postura l ba cka che. 
There a re nerv es coming oa t 
from the spina l cord through a per­ 
tures between ea ch v ertebra e, a nd 
these ma y become infla med. Then 
there a re orga ns undernea th—the 
kidneys, which ma y conta in stones 
to produce ba cka che (a lthough the 
old conception of Bright’s disea se 
a ppea ring a s a pa in in the ba ck 
is pure bunk). Then, a nd this is 
often forgotten, there is the menta l 
conception of the ba ck. It bea rs 
the burdens of life. And some ma y 
think their burdens a re too hea v y 


a nd get a psychologica l ba cka che. 
So the ta sk of the dia gnosticia n 
in studying a ca se of ba cka che is 
a formida ble one. The ba cka che 
may be a cute, due to a wrench or 
an injury. Here bra cing the ba ck 
to produce immobiliza tion is pos­ 
sibly 
indica ted. 
The 
a dhesiv e 
strap p in g ma y be a il right or it 
ma y require a pla ster ca st. Recur­ 
rent ba cka ches ma y be due to pos- 
tura or muscle infla mma tion, a nd 
here lies often the v a lue of ma s­ 
sage, ma nipula tion, or some form 
of physica l thera py. 
Other Types 
Ba cka che reliev ed by rest is 
likely to be due to injury, perha ps 
ev en sma ll fra ctures of the v erte­ 
bra l fa cets. Ba cka che in the morn- 
i in g, getting better a s the d*y 
w ea rs on, is usua lly in the muscles 
' — fibrous deposits or wha t not. 
Backach e a t night is likely to be 
arth ritis of the v ertebra e or to 
p ro tru sio n 
of the disks between 
them. Consta nt ba cka che often de­ 
n o tes a n infection of some pa rt of 
th e spine. 
But these a re genera lities a nd 
should alway s be checked by X-ra y 
a nd ca reful physica l exa mina tion. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
M. I.:—Wha t clima te w’ould you 
a dv ise for a person with tubercu­ 
losis? Wha t diet should one fol­ 
low? Ca n a ca se be trea ted a t 
home without going to a sa ni­ 
ta rium ? 
Answer: Rest for a prolonged 
period, a nd a rtificia l (surgica l) 
colla pse of the lung a re fa r more 
importa nt tha n either clima te of 
diet in the trea tment of tubercu­ 
losis. A clima te with sufficient a lti­ 
tude to ma ke a ra refied a tmos­ 
phere or a dry desert clima te—in 
short, the Adironda cki, Colora do, 
New Mexico, Arizona — a re the 
ones chosen. Good nourishing diet 
is a ll tha t is required—the old 
da ys of stuffing a r* ov er. Home 
trea tment is possible, but the da n-_ 
ger* a re first, tha t the pa tient a t” 
home is inclined to brea k rules 
a nd second, if there a re children 
in the house, the da nger of infect­ 
ing them. 


A. M.:—My boy, four yea rs old, 
ha s wha t the doctors ca ll pigeon 
brea st. Wha t does this indica te? 
A pa wer: Pigeon brea st is a 
prominence of the brea st bone, 
often shov ed out by the ribs. It ie 
often ca used by rickets in child­ 
hood. It is not da ngerous.

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BARUCH CRITICIZES 
B 
ERNARD M. Baruch, elder “statesman 
without portfolio,” is generally called 
in like a consulting doctor when the patient 
at Washington fails to make the desired 
progress. This time it is a complicated la­ 
bor situation. 
Labor is not exactly sick, but subject to 
erratic behavior, which worries the doctor 
and the family. And Dr. Baruch finds that, 
in war production, it is functioning at 25 
percent below par. Total production looks 
large; but it is not so great as it should be, 
with so much help and such high cost. La­ 
bor, he implies, should be producing that 
missing 25 percent. And the doctor fore­ 
casts a real breakdown unless there can be 
“concerted action of all agencies behind a 
plan that goes to the root of the trouble.” 
He blames government inaction, con­ 
flicts between governmental agencies, and 
the “cost plus” plan of war contracts. Un­ 
der these contracts, he explains, the gov­ 
ernment pays all the costs, and manufac­ 
turers sit back contentedly and don’t both­ 
er to economize in materials, facilities or 
labor. 
But the fighting forces deed all the ma­ 
terial they can get, and all these things 
will have to be paid for by hard-earned 
money, over many years. There should b e 
thrift along with high production. 
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TRANSFER OF GEN. MARSHALL 
f i r ADDINGTON— Members of the senate 
and house military affairs commit­ 
tees are lodging strong protests with the 
War department over the impending trans­ 
fer o' Gen. George Marshall from chief 
of st; ff to Allied commander-in-chief for 
tile second front in western Europe. 
They regard this as an attempt to get 
Marshall out of the picture as far as the 
Burma, Italian and south Pacific cam­ 
paigns are concerned. For when he loses 
the key post of chief of staff and becomes 
commander-in-chief in western Europe, he 
will be in charge of only that one opera­ 
tion, cannot supervise the entire American 
army on all fronts. 
Friends of Gen. Marshall are indignant 
over his forthcoming transfer, and he him­ 
self is none too happy. Senatorial friends 
attribute the shift to the British, who are 
reported to have had some stiff alterca­ 
tions with Marshall over a western front. 
Gen. Marshall long has thought that 
the quickest way to Berlin was across the 
English channel, while Churchill has pub­ 
licly favored the “soft underbelly” ap­ 
proach via North Africa and Italy. 
Senators and congressmen who oppose 
Gen. Marshall’s transfer are among those 
who have supported Roosevelt’s war and 
foreign policies most vigorously and believe 
they have a right to be heard now. If they 
fail to make an impression on Secretary 
Stimson they may introduce legislation to 
make Marshall chief of the armies, a title 
still nominally held by Pershing, and which 
would make Marshall supreme over every 
other American officer. 
NOTE: Gen. Marshall has recommend­ 
ed Cion. Eisenhower to replace him as chief 
of staff. However, Gen. B. B. Somerville, 
army supply officer, is an old friend of 
Harry Hopkins. 


FINISHING THE JOB 
IF there was one spot more than another, 
* 
where the President hit the nail on the 
head in his fighting message to congress, it | 
was where he said: 
“There is one thing I want to make 
perfectly clear. When Hitler and the Nazis 
go out, the Prussian military clique must 
go with them. The war-breeding gang of 
militarists must be rooted out of Ger­ 
many— and out of Japan— if we are to 
have any real assurance of future peace.” I 
It was here that the tragic mistake was | 
made at the end of the last war, when j 
Prussian militarism lay helpless before the 
armed might of the free nations. The peace \ 
conference announced that, along with fin­ 
ancial reparations and disarmament, the 
war-makers would be punished for their 
crimes. But Britain and America, weary of 
war and everything connected with it, let 
that pledge go by default in spite of French 
protests. 
If the devil of militarism is ever to be 
exercised, and the world saved for a peace­ 
ful and constructive future, it must be by ! 
the destruction, root and branch, of the 
two powerful 
militarized nations now 
threatening to wreck civilization. This 
should be done relentlessly, even if it in­ 
volves the hanging of the malefactors 
which was promised last time and then 


QUEZON ON THE JOB 
It’s bad news for the Japs that Presi­ 
dent Quezon of the Philippines is back in 
Washington. They knew— though it was 
not generally realized in Washington— 
that Quezon had suffered a relapse of his 
old illness, tuberculosis, which has plagued 
him off and on for tw enty years. 
Quezon was a well man at the time of 
Pearl Harbor. 
But confinement in the 
dampness of Corregidor, during the Jap 
attack, brought the illness back again. 
That was one reason MacArthur urged 
him to return to the U. S. in a submarine. 
When he came to Washington, Quezon was 
advised to take things easy. Instead he 
rushed into the official activities of Philip­ 
pine Commonwealth affairs, not sparing 
himself. 
His physicians advised him not to re­ 
main in Washington during the Summer of 
1942, nor last Winter, But he remained 
nevertheless. Result was that last Spring fie 
suffered a further relapse. 
Specialists were summoned, and Que­ 
zon was given the stern advice that he 
would have to get out of the humid climate 
of Washington immediately, if he wanted

Backache Needs Diagnosis 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M.D. 
I MUST contes*, as a criticism 
of my profession, that the average 
fellow with an average, acute back­ 
ache in a town of average doctors

is not likely to get much of a 
break in the handling of his case. 
Somebody has said that the only 
person interested in backache is 
the fellow who has one. There are 
three kinds of doctors into whose 
hands he is likely to fall: first, the 
doctor who gives him some chlor­ 
oform liniment to rub on and then 
straps up the back with adhesive 
tape, no matter what the cause 
may be. Second, the manipulator 
who rubs and pounds and wrenches 
the back, often adding additional 
injury to the original one, and 
third, the rarity who really tries 
to find out what the cause of the 
trouble is and prescribes treat­ 
ment accordingly. 
Not, you understand, that strap­ 
ping or manipulation may not be 
the correct thing, but it is a good 
idea to find out what exactly is 
the matter first 


Complicated Structure 


The back is a pretty complicated 
structure. There are first the ver­ 
tebrae, a succession of bones at­ 
tached to each other by ligaments 
and separated by cartilaginous 
disks. Nearly anything in the way 
of injury' or disease, such as arth­ 
ritis, might happen to the verte­ 
brae bones alone to cause back­ 
ache. But then there are a large 
number of massive muscle groups 
which move the spinal column 
around, keep it in line, etc. Any­ 
thing may throw a strain on them, 
from high heels to a slumped posi­ 
tion at the school desk, and will 
produce a postural backache. 
There are nerves coming out 
from the spinal cord through aper- 
turea between each vertebrae, and 
these may become inflamed. Then 
there are organs underneath—the 
kidneys, which may contain atones 
to produce backache (although the 
old conception of Bright’s discase 
appearing as a pain in the back 
is pure bunk), Then, and this is 
often forgotten, there is the mental 
conception of the back. It bears 
the burdens of life. And some may 
think their burdens are too heavy 


A. M.:—My boy, four years old, 
has what the doctors call pigeon 
breast. What does this indicate? 
A pawer: Pigeon breast is a 
prominence of the breast bone, 
often shoved out by the ribs. It is 
often caused by rickets in child­ 
hood. It is not dangerous.

Other Types 


Backache relieved by re*t is 
likely to be due to injury, perhaps 
even small fractures of the rerte- 
! bral facets. Backache in the morn- 
i ing, getting better as the day 
wears on, is usually in the muscles 
1 — fibrous deposits or what not. 
Backache at night is likely to be 
arthritis of the vertebrae or to 
protrusion of the disks between 
them. Constant backache often de 
notes an infection of some part of 
the spine. 
But these are generalities and 
I ahould always be checked by X-ray 
and careful physical examination. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
M. I. J— What climate would you 
advise for a person with tubercu­ 
losis? What diet should one fol­ 
low? Can a case be treated at 
home without going to a sani­ 
tarium? 
Answer: Rest for a prolonged 
period, and artificial (surgical) 
collapse of the lung are far more 
important than either climate Of 
diet in the treatment of tubercu­ 
losis. A climate with sufficient alti­ 
tude to make a rarefied atmos­ 
phere or a dry desert climate— in 
short, the Adirondack*, Colorado, 
New Mexico, Arizona — are the 
ones chosen.
